The application has been amended as follows: 

--Claim 28. A process for improving adhesion strength between a first 
surface and a second surface of a golf ball comprising: 

roughening at least a first surface of the golf ball to create a 
roughened first surface with a surface finish in the range of 0.5uin. to 2000uin.; 

chlorinating the roughened first surface of the golf ball by 
immersing the roughened first surface in a liquid solution containing free chlorine 
to create a chlorinated roughened first surface; 

rinsing the chlorinated roughened first surface of the golf ball; 
drying the chlorinated roughened first surface of the golf ball to 
create a dried chlorinated roughened first surface; 

dipping the dried chlorinated roughened first surface of the golf ball 
in a solution of 2% by weight of a water-borne silsesquioxane oligomer to 
create a treated first surface of the golf ball; 
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drying the treated first surface of the golf ball; and 
joining the second surface of the golf ball to the treated first surface 
of the golf ball.— 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 28 is allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
prior art does not show or suggest dipping a first surface of a golf ball into a 
solution of 2% by weight of water-borne silsesquioxane oligomer..
